Il. The Sires of the Winners 


for 1923-24 goes to Sir Veeman Korndyke Pontiac, 

a New York bred sire developed in California, and 
long recognized as a leading sire in that state. His daugh- 
ters have broken and now hold at least three world’s 
records in long-time test and although his daughters have 
been quite widely scattered in California herds, he stands 
today as the only sire in the world having two three-year- 
olds above 29,000 lbs. milk or three daughters under full 
age all above 29,000 lbs. milk. He is a son of the grand 
old sire, Sir Veeman Hengerveld, and out of one of the 
30-lb. daughters of Sir Korndyke Pontiac Artis. He was 
bred by W. D. Robens, Poland, New York, and during 
his earlier years headed the herd of Frank Helm, Fresno, 
California. He stood for a number of years later at the 
head of the Burr Farm dairy, near Los Angeles, and, we 
understand, was sold by them but a few months before 
the Burr Farm herd was lost in the foot and mouth 
trouble. His daughters have been developed by F. M. 
Helm, Fresno; Earl Graham, Rivera; M. P. Christensen, 
Norwalk, and other California breeders. Sir Vee- 
men Korndyke Pontiac leads all other’ sires’ for 
the past year in every department. His daughters 
appeared a total of twenty-seven times in the Honor List, 
winning more points for butter, more for milk, and, with 
a total of 329 points, he is far ahead of his nearest com- 
petitor, Champion Echo Sylvia Pontiac, who ranks sec- 
ond in each of the respects mentioned, having a total of 
289 points. King Segis Alcartra Prilly, the former Bridg- 
ford herd sire, now owned by Pabst Holstein Farms, 
Oconomowoc, Wisconsin, is a good third with 235 points.

Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 37th, who last year tied 
for second place with Champion Echo Sylvia Pontiac, this 
year dropped into a tie for sixth place with 151 points. 
Based on the two year’s showing, Champion Echo Sylvia 
Pontiac, Senator Hardy’s famous son of May Echo Sylvia, 
is outstanding with a total of 475 points and a ranking of 
second place this year and a tie for second last year. 
Sir Veeman Korndyke Pontiac, who was in fifteenth place 
last year, has the second highest total, by reason of his 
high standing this year, with 413 points. King Korndyke 
Pontiac 20th, last year’s first place winner, dropped to 
thirteenth place this time, and has a total of 351 points 
for the two years. Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 37th 
is fourth highest with a total of 337 points, King Segis 
Aleartra Prilly fifth with 324, and Cedar Lawn Nether- 
land Sixth with 304 points for the two years. The lead- 
ing father and son in this report are Champion Echo 
Sylvia Pontiac and King Echo Sylvia Waldorf with a 
total of 340 points, followed by two other combinations in 
which Champion Echo Sylvia Pontiac is the sire, the sires 
being King Echo Sylvia Model and Echo Sylvia King 
Model. The two highest sons from one dam are Cham- 
pion Echo Sylvia Pontiac and Avon Pontiac Echo, fa- 
mous sons of May Echo Sylvia. They rank respectively 
second and ninth and have a total of 415 points.

T. D. Morley, West Mentor, Ohio, and is now owned 
by the County of Essex, Cedar Grove, N. J. At the 
age of 3 years, 4 months, 10 days, she is credited with 
495.5 lbs. milk containing 17,834 lbs. fat in 7 days, 
and during that lactation she is credited in semi-offi- 
cial test with 18,138.4 Ibs. milk containing 667.67 Ibs. 
fat in 365 days. For the lactation period just closed, 
her best 7 days’ official production, made 23 days from 
freshening, shows 680 Ibs. milk containing 21.810 lbs. 
fat. For this same lactation in another 7-day test, 
made 16 days from freshening, she is credited with 
640.6 lbs. milk containing 20.858 lbs. fat. During the 
year she had 13 official test periods, of which two were 
not less than 7 days in length, and one was a con- 
stant watch verification test 2 days in length. Nine 
different supervisors were employed in the conduct 
of the test.

Perhaps the most remarkable part of the record of 
Chesney Freda Lothian was the persistence she demon- 
strated. She made over 80 Ibs. fat in her twelfth month 
and during the last six months of her year produced 507 
lbs. fat, as against 529 for the first six months. She 
finished her year’s work in the pink of condition and is 
due to freshen again the forepart of September, or only 
about three months from the close of her test. 

Concerning the care of Chesney Freda Lothian dur- 
ing her test, Mark H. Keeney, herd superintendent at the 
Essex County Hospital, where she is owned, writes as 
follows: 

“The cow alone gets all the credit for the record as she 
only had twelve milkers work on her during the year, 
which, however, did not seem to bother her much. We 
were not equipped to give her a fair chance during the 
forepart of her year, as we were just getting organized and 
had very poor hay. However, during her seventh month, 
our test cow man quit and I handled this cow myself for 
a time and began to realize what a cow we had. She had 
been put off feed three times during the previous three 
months and was not feeding well when I took hold of her, 
although she is naturally a very good feeder. A little 
study and experimenting revealed that Freda relished a 
change of feed every few days, and for the remainder 
of the year she never refused a feeding. Every few 
days we would switch her from test feed to dry cow feed, 
and sometimes to the cooling ration, also, she was very 
particular about her hay. She wanted lots of it so she 
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could pick out what 
suited her. She wags 
very fond of silage, 
but was fed only a 
limited amount of it. 
Soaked beet pulp 
was fed with the 
grain and she had a 
few beets for a 
couple of months. 
She ate about 6,500 
Ibs. of grain during 
the year, which is 
one pound to every 
four pounds of milk. 
She was not fed by 
this rule, however, 
but that is the way 
it figured out. It is 
) avait’ ‘ vgee v1 my observation with 

: : “4 this cow, and many 
others, that one may 
feed any one of a 
1umber of good grain 
rations, but one can- 
not get the best out 
of his cows on long-time test unless he has the 
best roughage. The quality of roughage is a most impor- 
tant factor. Freda had very poor roughage the first three 
months of her test. While she made a great record, I do 
not believe it is the limit of the cow’s ability. Next year, 
we hope to give her a fair chance at the start of her year 
and eliminate the handicaps which she worked under this 
year, and I believe she will come back stronger than eved.” 
The total cost of the feed of Chesney Freda Lothian is esti- 
mated at $306, this covering 6,500 Ibs. grain, 7,000 Ibs. 
hay, 2,000 lbs. beet pulp, 3,500 Ibs. silage. No pasture wad 
available. Her milk alone brought $1,220, which repre; 
sents over $900 profit above cost of feed. 

Chesney Freda Lothian represents well known lines of 
breeding cow, her son, King weet 4th, being fifth prize 
has twenty-nine A. R. O. daughters and he was out of 
the great 1200-lb. cow, Lothian Maggie De Kol, and by 
Pietertje Henegerveld Sir Korndyke, a great sire of pro- 
duction and himself a National Dairy Show prize winner. 
The dam of Freda has a 16-lb. two-year-old record, the 
second dam being a 28-lb. cow, with a creditable long: 
time record and from the same dam as a 34-lb. cow and 
a 30-lb. cow. The dam's sire, King Johanna Segis Fayne, 
is well known as a sire of producers, being, in fact, one 
of the best sons of King Fayne Segis, out of one of the 
highest record daughters of Johanna Rue 3d’s Lad. The 
complete pedigree is shown on the opposite page. 

Chesney Freda Lothian, as shown by the accompany: 
ing picture, is a beautiful individual. She is also a great 
breeding cow, her son, King Sweet 4th, being fifth prize 
junior yearling bull at the 1923 National Dairy Show. 
She also has a junior four-year-old daughter that will 
finish in July with over 20,000 lbs. milk and the Essex 
County Hospital has a very promising two-year-old 
daughter. 

Mr. Keeney sends us the following statement of the 
production of Chesney Freda Lothian month by month. He 
calls attention to the fact that they had a terrible spell 
of hot weather during the official test period in August 
and the August test of 2.83 with the accompanying fat 
credit of 74.783 lbs., while only the third month on test 
was the lowest for the entire year.

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Erickson Sale Lessons 


O EVENT within our ken that has occured in the 
N dairy wor!d within the past two years at least has 

furnished a more fitting demonstration of the fund- 
amental value of breeding good livestock than the John 
Erickson dispersal at Waupaca last week. Erickson and 
Sons sold eighty-six head for an average of eleven hun- 
dred thirty nine dollars, an average that surpassed any 
sale of cattle in America within the past several years and 
stands out as a veritable inspiration to those who pin 
their faith to the great Holstein. 

Breeders from fifteen states and Canada and two other 
countries literally battled for the Erickson seed stock, 
disseminating it to the four corners of the globe. By 
trekking across the continent from eastern and western 
coast, by flocking in by thousands to take part in the sale, 
breeders renewed their faith in the industry and their 
belief in its soundness in planking down very nearly one 
hundred thousand dollars in cold cash for this mag- 
nificent herd. Can anyone doubt the fundamental sound- 
ness of Holstein breeding? No clearer proof is needed 
of the fact that there is no lessening of interest in breed- 
ing Holsteins, no loss of faith, no loss of prestige. 

The Holstein still leads, at the pail, in record making, 
for profit both in milk and butter production and in the 
sale of offspring. She can command more at the sale 
ring than any other animal.

We have what is undoubtedly the greatest dairy animal 
in the world, it has proven it and is proving it today. Our 
trouble has been that we could not forget boom times; we 
were looking backward instead of forward. The Erickson 
and Field sales, important as they were, as factors in 
disseminating seed stock to nearly a hundred herds, will 
perhaps perform their greatest service by the convincing 
proof they offer that the Holstein breeding business ig 
fundamental'y sound and that the opportunities for the 
the future in this industry are as bright as they have 
ever been in the past. That is the real lesson that we 
would impress upon every dairyman and every breeder. 





The New York Milk Situation 


HE THOROUGHLY unsatisfactory milk situation in 
7 many sections is the greatest depressing factor in 

the Holstein market today. In the important New 
York territory there is right now a situation that is costing 
the dairymen of that district a vast sum of money. In 
fact the estimate for the month of June alone in the New 
York territory is a loss of over a million dollars as a 
direct result of the milk war, and the problem seems to 
be as far from solution at this writing as it ever was. 
The fiuid price for the great bulk of the milk going into 
the New York market is less than that same milk would 
bring made up into cheese. 

The largest factor in the New York City market, of 
course, is the Dairymen’s League Cooperative Association, 
or the pool. The rest of the milk is produced by the 
“Non-poolers,”’ the Eastern State Federation of Coopera- 
tives, the Sheffield Farms Producers Association, and the 
unorganized dairymen. Through the good offices of John 
J. Dillon, a committee of fifteen, made up of three rep- 
resentatives from each group, has held several meetings 
in an attempt to solve the problem—to end the disastrous 
price-cutting competition between the farmers’ own organ- 
izations and to attempt to evolve some plan under’ which 
all could operate and bring the producer a fair return 
for his milk. 

The Dairymen’s League takes the position that it is not 
within the province of this committee to recommend 
prices and while stating its desire to get together with 
the other organizations in attempting to find a solution 
to the problem of destructive competitive marketing, it 
practically forecloses all discussion that might be helpful 
along that line by reiterating its belief that the scramble 
for the fluid market can never be ended until al! milk in 
this territory is pooled, so that all producers will get the 
same price for their milk, whether it is sold in fluid form 
or as a manufactured product. This was the position taken 
by John D. Miller, vice-president and general counse! of 
the Dairymen’s League in an address delivered at the 
annual meeting of that organization last week. His re- 
marks were enthusiastically cheered by the several thous- 
and delegate members present. 

The League may be right in its contention; it is not 
our purpose to argue that question here. Our point is 
that the dairymen of the New York territory are facing 
a condition, not a theory, today, and every month of de- 
lay costs the dairymen concerned one million dollars. 

The net result of the conferences and negotiations to 
date seems to have been to divide the dairymen more 
clearly into two opposing camps—the poolers on one side 
and the rest of the dairymen on the other—regardless of 
the particular group or organization with which they may 
be affiliated. These two main groups compose roughly 
fifty per cent each of the dairymen of this territory. 
Under these circumstances, it would seem to us suicidal 
for either group to adopt a “rule or ruin” policy. The 
Dairymen’s League Cooperative Association has been try- 
ing for three years to bring the rest of the dairymen 
within the fold of the pool and we believe that any disin- 
terested observer today will admit that under no con- 
ceivable condition can any substantial number of these 
dairymen now out side the pool be coerced or driven 
within the ranks of the poolers. We mention this fact 
as the basis of our belief, in the futility of any single 
group attempting to set itself up as bigger than the 
entire dairy industry. However sound the principle upon 
which the Dairymen’s League Cooperative Association is

or work without the cooperation of the other groups of 


producers and it is our belief that the present policy of 
the League will operate to disrupt its own organization 
pefore it will ever force the other groups to join the pool. 
In conclusion, we submit this thought for what it may 
be worth; the organization that finally has to stand before 
the bar of public opinion as responsible for the delay in 
the settlement of this question is digging its own grave.

It is a commonplace saying that 
milk, or to be more specific, cow’s 
milk, is a perfect food. This may be 
taken to mean that it contains, first, 
materials which children need for 
growth; second, materials which 
young and old alike need for the re- 
pair of their bodily machinery, and, 
third, materials which both need for 
fuel, to provide them with heat and 
with the energy necessary for work. 
It should not be understood, however, 
to mean that it has these ingredients 
in such proportions that it can serve 
satisfactorily as an exclusive food for 
a grown person or even for a child. 
Though it is the best substitute for 
mother’s milk, it must be “modified” 
more or less beforé it can be used for 
infant feeding with good results. 

It is natural to associate milk with 
liquid foods, such as clear soup, coffee, 
and tea which contain very little that 
feeds the body, than with the really 
nourishing food materials. In order 
to overcome this tendency it is well 
to study the solid products of milk as 
they are obtained by various pro- 
cesses familiar in the dairy and in the 
kitchen as well as in the labratory. 
Before doing this it may be helpful to 
get an idea of the classes into which 
the solids contained in. milk are 
divided. These are (1) Proteids, (2) 
Fats, (3) Sugar, and (4) Mineral 
Matter. The fat and sugar serve as 
fuel, and the mineral matter is chief- 
ly valuable for the making of bones 
and teeth and other physiological 
purposes. The proteids serve as fuel 
like the fats and sugar, but they are 
used also to make and to repair the 
muscular tissues of the body. This 
double usefulness indicates why pro- 
teids are so oftén referred to as the 
most important part of milk. 

Considering what a lot of unpleasant 
things are sure to happen to us if 
we don’t eat vitamines, we certainly 
know suprisingly little about them. 

Nobody has ever seen a vitamine. 
We can prove that they are present 
or absent by feeding experiments 
with rats. We can transfer them 
from one substance to another; we 
can replace them when lacking; we 
can handle them in their natural con- 
tainers; but we can’t separate them, 
nor can we tell what they are. 


It may be noted, right here, that 
milk, Holstein milk, is worthy of its 


reputation of being a perfect food. It 
contains all the vitamines, it cures 
every disease due to lack of vitamines 
in the diet. 

Health in some cases; may be 
swayed in one direction or another by 
additional or substraction of almost 
trifling quantities of certain food- 
stuffs. A seemingly well-fed animal 
provided with plenty organic and in- 
organic foods, can be stunted and 
brought to evident decline, even to 
the point of death, and restored, as if 
by magic, by the proper adjustment 
of vitamine food, Holstein milk. 

Of all the arguments for better 
milk, the most impressive to the aver- 
age man or woman is found in the 
long roll of babies who die each year 
from digestive disorders. Ho!stein 
milk, the greatest factor in the little 
ones’ food supply, should be his most 
important source of health and 
strength. Too often, however, public 
neglect allows milk to be his greatest 
menace. 

What about tomorrow, folks? 


You and I can till the soil, operate 
the shops and factories, carry on the 
government, do all the things that 
have to be done to keep this country 
of ours on the high road of progress 
for a few decades more. But what 
about the next generation? What are 
we doing for it? 

Suppose you had the chance to 
start over and take your choice 
which would you rather your father 
and mother left you; one hundred 
thousand dollars in money and a puny, 
under-developed body, or a strong, vig- 
orous body and little money? You 
Wwouldn’t hesitate long, would you, 
between the weak body, liable to 
disease, incapable of real work, and 
the strong one, able to carry you 
through whatever you might have to 
face, with a minimum of physical ail- 
ment or defect? The money would do 
little to influence your decision. 

Now then, let’s think about those 
boys and girls of ours, whose inher- 
itance we are now building up. 

They want sound vigorous bodies, 
too. That is their choice, just as it 
would have been yours. What are 
you doing to be sure that they get 
what they want and need? Wou'dn’t 
it be good business to take this thing 
up really seriously and think about it? 

It is generally known—not only 


among physicians, but among mothers 
—that an excess of fat in the diet of 
infants and older babies in most in. 
stances is to be avoided. 

Some argue that if fat produces 
growth, results would be more rapid 
if a richer milk were fed. All author. 
itative evidence from the most em- 
inent physicians, dietitians and in- 
fant specialists shows that only a 
moderate fat content is recommended, 
which proves that the fat content of 
milk does not determine its nutritive 
value. This is true especially when 
milk is for consumption by babies and 
children. 

In Holstein milk the fat globules 
are small in size, and for this reason 
the milk is more easily digested, es- 
pecially by infants, babies, children 
and invalids. 

The statement has been made that 
the people who live to be one hun- 
dred or more years of age are the 
ones who used milk regularly in large 
quantities. A certain kind of bacteria 
inhibit the alimentary canal when a 
quantity of milk is consumed, and 
these bacteria prevent the develop- 
ment of poisons which are thrown 
into the system and which are re- 
sponsible for premature old age. 

The following slogan should become 
more popular in the years to come, 
“A quart of Holstein milk a day for 
the growing child.”

LOS ANGELES COUNTY FARM 
HERD DESTROYED 


Although but a few herds of pure- 
bred cattle have become infected with 
the foot and mouth disease in Cali- 
fornia, those that have been taken 
were mighty good ones. The follow- 
ing telegram from C. L. Hughes ad- 
vises of the loss of the Los Angeles 
County Farm herd, which contained 
the famous Hollywood Lilith Palmyra 
Abbekerk, whose 1500-lb. butter rec- 
ord made her the highest record cow 
of any breed on the coast. Also, two 
very desirable bulls in the Mead- 
Aralia-Acme combination. The loss 
of this herd is not suprising from. the 
fact that the infection had been all 
around it. The general situation con- 
tinues to be satisfactory with no out- 
breaks in new districts for some time. 

Following is Mr. Hughes’ wire: 

“Bad news. Los Angeles County 
Farm herd destroyed today. For 
sixty days has stood practically 
in center of two-mile radius with- 
in which four thousand head have 
been slaughtered. Herd contained 
three hundred fourteen grades 
and purebreds. Two more of our 
good bulls gone, also highest rec- 
ord cow in West. With one ex- 
ception, consider this greatest 
breeding herd loss yet sustained 
in California. Supt. Harriman 
fought wonderful battle to save 
the herd for over two months.”

Helm Tehee Fayne Veeman, bred 
and owned by Frank M. Helm, Fresno, 
California, has lately completed one 
of the outstanding yearly records of 
the breed. Calving at the age of 
three years, six months and 28 days, 
with her second calf, she was placed 
on long-time test and in 365 days 
made 1,003.91 pounds butterfat equal 
to 1,254.88 pounds butter from 29,344.6 
pounds milk. Both her butter and 
milk production are new California 
records for age. She is the youngest 
cow in the world to make over 29,000 
pounds milk in one year. She is the 
second youngest heifer that ever 
made 1,000 pounds butterfat in one 
year in America, and the youngest 
1,000-pound fat producer west of New 
Jersey. She is a daughter of the 
great proven sire, Sir Veeman Pon- 
tiac, who has already distinguished 
himself as one of the greatest trans- 
mitting bulls ever in service in Cali- 
fornia, with a lot of more promising 
daughters yet to be heard from. 

Helm Tehee Fayne Veeman was 
picked in the Helm herd by the Com- 
mittee of Selection for the last Cali- 
fornia Guaranty Sale, while she was 
still on test as a first calf two-year- 
old, but Mr. Helm positively refused 
to part with her. Her best seven- 
day record during this test was 30.12 
Ibs. butter from 633.1 lbs. milk and 
her best day’s milk production was 
111.5 pounds.

King Pietertje Ormsby Piebe No. 
165947, better known by his initials, 
K. P. O. P., died at Hargrove & Ar- 
nold Farms, Norwalk, Iowa, May 17, 
1924, at the age of only 8 years, 10 
months. Post-mortem showed that 
a nail had worked its way into his 
stomach. He is generally recognized 
as one of the breed’s leading sires of 
show ring winners and he was just 
beginning to gain recognition as a 
great sire of producers. 

He was born July 8, 1915, at E. C. 
Schroeder Farm, Moorhead, Minn., 
where he was bred, being a son of 
Sir Korndyke Bess and Queen Piebe 
Mercedes, thus combining the blood of 
two of the most famous daughters of 
Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes. When 
he was six months old he was sold to 
Elliott Bros., Iowa, but a little later 
when his dam had broken the World’s 
Record for junior four-year-olds with 
1389.45 lbs. butter from 30,230.3 lbs. 
milk, he was leased by Mr. Schroeder 
to be mated with a selected list of 
daughters of Sir Pietertje Ormsby 
Mercedes. As a result of these mat- 
ings we have Marathon Bess Burke, 
the famous son of Bess Burke Orms- 
by; Colantha Maid Ormsby 2d and 
Heilo Pietertje Piebe, his first two 
800-lb. two-year-old daughters; King 
Wren Ormsby Piebe, a blue ribbon 
winner at the Kansas National in 
1920, and other good daughters and 
sons. 

The Elliott Bros. herd where K. P. 
O. P. spent his early years was one 
of the best herds of Iowa, but was 
dispersed in December 1918, at which 
time fifteen young daughters of K. P. 
O. P., none of them over eighteen 
months old, sold at an average price 
of over $600. Shortly before this, the 
bull himself had been purchased by 
Hargrove & Arnold and as the years 
went by they came to realize more 
fully the true value of the sire they 
had put at the head of their herd. 
The uniform type of his offspring has 
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Walker Cornucopia, and out of a 29. 
pound granddaughter of King Walker. 
Rosamaines Colantha Zozo, a five- 
year-old daughter of King Pontiac 
Netherland Segis 3d, made 912.2 lbs. 
butter from 25,400 Ibs. milk in 365 
days. M. E. Meade, Secretary of the 
El Colmo Rancho and in direct charge 
of the herd states that a number of 
other members of the herd are well 
on their way to complete very sub- 
stantial yearly records.

attracted the attention of the Hol- 
stein public all over the country. 

Since 1919, when the famous “Silky” 
and several of her sisters and broth- 
ers made such a sensation on the 
show circuit, descendants of K. P. 
O. P. have won 254 first prizes and 91 
Championships at National, State or 
District Shows. In 1922, one of his 
daughters, Dorothy Ormsby Piebe, 
was chosen as the leading junior year- 
ling of the year on the All-American 
show herd, having been junior cham- 
pion at the National, Waterloo and 
several State Fairs. The following 
year, after winning seven Grand 
Championships as a two-year-old, she 
received Honorable Mention on the 
1923 All-American and three different 
sons of K. P. O. P. had offspring on 
the All-American that year. 

The get of K. P. O. P. have three 
times won First Get of Sire at Water- 
loo and have twice won second at the 
National. At seventeen other impor- 
tant shows, his offspring have won 
First Get of Sire. In 1922 there were 
two K. P. O. P. gets that placed in- 
side the money at the Nationa! Dairy 
Show, and at the 1923 National, the 
K. P. O. P. get stood second with 
young gets by two of his sons also 
inside the money. For the past three 
years, Hargrove & Arnold have made 
the circuit of most of the important 
shows of the Middle West with a show 
herd made up almost entirely of the 
descendants of this sire. 

The daughters of K. P. O. P. are 
just getting nicely started as pro- 
ducers, very few of them having as 
yet been tested at maturity. One of 
his older daughters, Queen Mercedes 
Ormsby Pietertje, made a 34-lb. rec- 
ord as a four-year-old and came back 
within a year with 35.06 lbs. Another 
mature daughter has over 32 lbs. and 
a third has better than 30 lbs. His 
fourth 30-lb. daughter is the four-year- 
old, Miss Ormsby Jewel, who also 
has over 1000 lbs. as a _ three-year- 
old. Her first two daughters to be 
run for a year made better than 800 
Ibs. butter and he has several more 
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daughters with from 800 to 900 lbs. 
as a heifer. Some very good three- 
and four-year-old year records are 
now in progress at Hargrove & Ar- 
nold Farms. 

Combining as he does the blood of 
a 30,000-lb. cow and a 29,000-lb. cow, it 
would naturally be expected that the 
daughters of K. P. O. P. would be 
great milkers. While this is the case, 
it is also true that they test well 
above the average for the breed, the 
tests ranging in most cases from 3.5 
to 4.5 per cent, a large proportion of 
them between 3.8 and just over 4 per 
cent. It is very rare that one of his 
daughters tests under 3.5 per cent for 
the year, and the same is true of 
such of his granddaughters as have 
been tested. 

While the loss suffered by Hargrove 
& Arnold in the death of such a sire 
is difficult to estimate, their breeding 
plans will not be severely upset as 
they have two of his outstanding sons 
with which to carry on their breeding 
operations. These sons, King Piebe 
and Triune Ormsby Piebe have both 
won high honors ix the show ring 
themselves and have sired some out- 
standing show ring winners, the 
former having a daughter and the 
latter a son on the All-American show 
herd of 1923. Both are from wonder- 
ful record dams. King Piebe is out 
of Rose De Kol Wayne Butter Boy, 
the champion of the breed for total 
production in her first five lactation 
periods. She has three times made 
records above 1100 lbs., the first time 
as a junior two-year-old, and in ad- 
dition has two 305-day records above 
980 lbs., both in heifer form and both 
World’s Records, past or present. The 
dam of Triune is the Iowa _ State 
Champion butter producer, Oak Dale 
Burke De Kol (1315 Ibs.). Both 
these young sires have been mated 
with the daughters of K. P. O. P. 
with excellent results. 

The descendants of K. P. O. P. are 
noted for their long, level, flat rumps, 
smoothness and general quality and 
finish. His daughters have level, well 
attached udders, strong in the front 
quarters. His sons head good herds 
in nearly every important Holstein 
state in the Union, where they are 
transmitting the same type and qual- 
ity to both sons and daughters. While 
death has cut short his own career 
his descendants will keep his memory 
green and will doubtless continue to 
occupy an important place in the 
Holstein History of the future. 
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HAEGER TO JUDGE AT DAIRY 
CATTLE CONGRESS 


Announcement is made by the man- 
agement of the Dairy Cattle Con- 
gress that R. E. Haeger of Algon- 
quin, Illinois, will judge the Hol- 
steins at the Fifteenth Annual Show, 
September 22nd to 28th at Waterloo, 
Iowa. Mr. Haeger has been recog- 
nized as an authority on Holstein 
type for many years and has tied the 
ribbons at some of the most important 
shows and state fairs throughout the 
United States. 

Holsteins will be judged on Thurs- 
day and Friday, September 25th and 
26th. The annual Holstein banquet 
will again be held on Thursday even- 
ing at Hotel Russell Lamson and all 
Holstein breeders are urged to at- 
tend. 

The 1924 premium list which is 
now ready for distribution contains 
few changes from that offered last 
year. After obtaining the advice of 
many prominent breeders and exhibi- 
tors of dairy cattle throughout Amer- 
ica it was decided that the standard 
classification adopted in 1922 and 
1923 would offer the greatest possible 
encouragement to the small breeder, 
without detracting from its appeal to 
the large exhibitor. 

Ten cash premiums are offered in 
all of the 23 classifications. The get 
of sire production class which was 
offered in the 1922 and 1923 premium 
list has been omitted. The state 
herds have been changed to consist 
of eight animals instead of ten as 
heretofore. These herds are com- 
posed of the following animals: one 
bull, two years or over: one bull, un- 
der two years; three cows, 
three years old or _ over; one 
heifer, two and under three; one 
yearling heifer and one heifer calf. 

The Holstein-Friesian Association 
of America is again giving the show 
excellent cooperaton by offering cash 
prizes in all classifications, thus 
making the premium list one of the 
most attractive offered by any fair 
or show in the United States. The 
National Association is also assist- 
ing in many other ways which is 
greatly appreciated by the show man- 
agement and the exhibitors. 

The Dairy Cattle Congress has an 
annual attendance of more than 100,- 
000 of the Mississippi Valley’s best 
dairymen and _ farmers. Breeders 
who have exhibited at it regularly 
call it the “Cow Milker’s Show” be- 
cause of the large percentage of those 
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in attendance who are interested in 
purebred sires and foundation females 
for the development of future herds. 

With good type a recognized factor 
in the future development of all 
breeds of dairy cattle, the show ring 
is destined to occupy a more promi- 
nent place in the dairy industry than 
it has in the past. The Dairy Cattle 
Congress was organized fifteen years 
ago for the purpose of serving the 
dairy cow, and its consistent growth 
from year to year, has enabled it to 
play a prominent part in the moulding 
of good type and in the encourage- 
ment of large and economical produc- 
tion of milk. It is with this purpose 
in mind that the management has 
determined to make the 1924 event of 
greater educational value than any 
of its predecessors.
